Whereas, There are citizens of the 
United States residing within the ter­ 
ritories or dominions of each of the 
said belligerents and parrying on com­ 
merce, trade or other business or pur­ 
suits therein, protected by the faith 
cf treaties; and 
Whereas, There are subjects of each 
of the said belligerents residing with­ 
in the territory or jurisdiction of the 
United States and carrying on com­ 
merce. trade or other business or pur­ 
suits therein, and 
Whereas. The laws of the United 
States, without interfering with the 
free expression of opinion and sym­

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NEW TOWN HALL 
AND CITY JAIL 


Committee of Investigation 
Say. 
It 
Will Cost But $1,200 And I. 
Necessary. 
Chester is to have a new jail and 
town hall. 
The present structure is 
neither safe nor is it large enough for 
the needs of the growing town. There 
has been some objection'to the move 
on the part of certain persons, but by 
far the greater number approve of the 
action of the council, and the building 
will be commenced 
within 
a 
few 
weeks. 
The committee appointed at the last 
meeting of the town council fo inves­ 
tigate the probable cost of the build­ 
ing, has been active within the past 
few days, and the result of their labors 
will be made known at the next meet­ 
ing. 
One of the members of the com­ 
mittee said to a News Review reporter 
this morningn: 
“ The whole cost of the proposed new 
jail and city building will not exceed 
$1,200. 
We believe the work can be 
done for much less than that amount, 
but I do not want to be misleading. 
The figures have been gone over very 
carefully, the prices of materials have 
been secured and if the 
authorities 
who will superintend the work of erect­ 
ing the building are careful the ex­ 
pense will not run over $1,000. 
Our 
committee believes it can be done for 
that amount and every item will 
be 
watched In order to keep down the 
cost. 
"I am at a loss to know how the op­ 
ponents of the scheme arrived at the 
eoncluson that the council proposed to 
add other cells to those already in use. 
Such a thing was never thought of. 
Tho 
cell 
room 
now 
available 
is 
thought to be sufficient for present de­ 
mands, but tho members of council do 
not believe the jail is safe as it is ar­ 
ranged. 
In case a fire should break 
out while a prisoner was confined in 
the jail, the town would undoubtedly 
lie liable for damages. 
This, and oth­ 
er phases of the question, have been 
carefully weighed by the council and 
its committee, so the citizens of Ches­ 
ter can depend upon it that the project 
will go through.”

In tho se early days in the w est ev ery 
Iro wyer, especially ev ery co u rt lawyer, 
w as uecessariiy a po litician, co nstantly 
engaged In the public discussio n o f 
m any questio ns ev o lv ed fro m the rapid 
dev elo pm ent o f to wn, co unty, state and 
federal affair« . Then and there In thto 
regard public discussio n supplied the 
place wtilcb the press has since mo no p­ 
o lized, and the public apeaker w ho by 
clearness, fo ice, earnestness and w it 
co uld m t^ e him self felt o n the qnes- 
tio u s o f the day, wo uld so o n co me to 
th e fro nt. 
In the absence o f po pular 
entertainm ents, which are no w so co m 
mo n. the peo ple then fo und th rir chief

His tro u sers were always to o sho rt. 
His clo ak, fo r which he o ften substltut- 
etl a shawl, was sho rt and v o lumino us. 
He carried a faded grt'cn umbrella 
with “A. Linco ln” in white co tto n let­ 
ters sewed to the o utside. 
Ills eyes 
were bright, keen and o f lumino us 
gray in co lo r, and Ids eyebro ws were 
black. 
Ills v o ice %v as a musical teno r 
o f rich timbre. When he was a lawyer 
In Illino is he wo re a bro w’u, faded felt 
hut, w ith the nap rubbe<l o ff. 
On his flrKt v isit to lk)sto n, In 1848, 
Linco ln excited the derisio n o f the ef­ 
fete east. He is describtHl as w earing 
an 111 fitting, badly wo rn su it o f Ikiiu - 
bazine, w itho ut v est o r crav at, and a 
twenty-liv e cent straw hat, in the 
sweatband o f which he carried his 
memo randa and co rrespo ndence. Fro m 
lio sto n he went to I)<Hlham to speak at 
the co nv entio n held to no minate Ho r­ 
ace Mann fo r co ngress. He was grcet- 
♦•d ro ldly by an audience which bu t 
half filled the ball and whieb saw in 
him a man mo ro st; and appurt'ntly 
stupid. But when Mr, Linco ln ro se to 
speak. Ills head almo st to uching the 
celling, all was changed. 
He w as no 
lo nger Indiffertmt, bu t started o ff w ith 
tine effect. “Pretty ro o n,” says Geo rge 
Mo nro e o f Bo sto n, who w as o ne o f the 
receptio n co mmittee. “Linco ln tu rned 
up the slet'v es o f his bo mbazine sack 
co at, then he turnetl up the cuffs o f his 
shirt and by and by lo o sened his neck­ 
tie and wo und up by taking it o ff alto ­ 
gether, the eutbusiasm o f his listeners 
rising steadily as the transfo rm atio n 
pro gressed.” 
Linco ln’s high silk hat, which he as­ 
sumed with his increasing ho no rs, w as 
a treasu re to the carto o nists o f the 
day. It was a v ery tall “sto v epipe,” 
with a brim like a so mbrero . The hat

Before Miss Howland knew what 
was happening she was making $50,000 
a year.

Four hundred persons are now 
working for tills syndicate, which is 
constantly enlarging Its promises with­ 
out being able to keep up with the de­ 
mand. 
The making of valentines is complex.

the stock of her father's bookstore in 
Worcester. They wore quickly snapped 
up. Home found their way to New York, 
mid d< rn,aids for many more came Iii. 
Mr. Howland bought lithographs aud 
embossed palier ami set four gills to 
work tying ribbons aud frills aud cut­ 
ting out sheets, while his young ion 
traveled tho country In search of or­ 
ders, 
Then enamel pictures were im- 
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tainting ex pkxanre vxu cxm n g 
tribute to his sweetheart seldom thinks 
of the work it represents. 
Diemakers, 
cutters, boxmaker*, photographers, art­ 
ists, dopy ills, painter*, pressmen, dyers, 
embossers aud other workmen are busy 
iu tho Worcester factory all the year 
round.

In the more expensive valen­ 
tines there tire h» a\y backgrounds anti 
celluloid additions to be stumped out 
by hand and put on with glue or silk. 
l our artists are employed all the year 
paint lug the first schemes of designs 
on porcelain Iii oil. There Is no regu­ 
lar hired poet, however, 
Verses are 
culled 
from 
hooks aud 
magazines, 
though contributions are not refused. 
A large part of lite working force is 
made up of girls, who do the sewing, 
piecing, etc. 
Steady hands can earn 
$1 50 a day, hut many of the girls work 
only at Interval* to get a little pin mon­ 
ey for the holidays. 
The comic valentine*, n base innova­ 
tion of an Irreverent age, ate not ma ie 
In Worcester. They are perpetrated In 
Brooklyn, whence they are sent broad 
east, to flu* delight of the malicious 
schoolboy and the disgust of his teach­ 
ers aud other growuup acquaintances. 


The custom of choosing valentines is 
so old that early English poets refer 
to it as an established affair. Chaucer 
says that not only youths and maids, 
but also tho birds, make choice of 
“makes” or mates on that day and 
quotes a heavenly power us saying to 
them: 
Ye know well how on fit. V alentine’s day 
b y my sta tu te au d through my govern* 
a ii nee, 
Ye due chese y our m akes and a fte r Ale 
away 
W ith hem as I m ove you w ith plcas- 
auaos. 
Aud Wharton wrote this In praise of 
Katherine, the French w ife of Hen­ 
ry V.: 
Beyntti V alentine, of cuatom o y eere by 
J cert- 
Men have an usance, in this reglonn, 
T h toke and iserehe t ’uplde’s kah ndere, 
And chose th e y r choyse, by g reta a f ­ 
fect loun. 
Such aa ben m ove w ith Cupldo'a mo- 
clout*,

the fall, ; 
But I love nun W hic he effceUeth ulle. 
In “Hamlet” Ophelia sings this pa­ 
thetic song: 
Tomorrow is St. V alentine’s day 
All in the m orning betim e, 
Anti I. ;i mu id, a t your window, 
To bo jo u r \ alem Ine. 
Mission, who In lOPS published “Trav­ 
els In England,” wrote: 
"Du the eve of St. Valentine’s day 
the young folks in England aud Scot­ 
land. by a very ancient custom, cele­ 
brate a little festival. An equal number 
of nm iii -< and bachelors writo their true 
or feigned names upon separate billets, 
which they re,ll up and draw by way 
of lots, the maids taking the men’s 
bluets and the men the maids’, so that 
each of th** young men chooses a young 
girt that ho calls his valentine and each 
of the girls a young man she calls hers. 
By this means each has two valen­ 
tines, but the man clings to the valen­ 
tine that has fallen to his lot ruthcr 
than the one who calls him hers. For­ 
tune having thus divided the company 
Into so many couples, the valentines 
give balls and treuts, wear their bu­ 
ll :s several days upon their sleeves,, 
and this little aport often ends iii love.” 
the custom of drawing one’s valen­ 
tine by lot became exceedingly popular 
all over Europe, especially iii merry I 
England, and continued as bito as a 
century aga Rut it grew to be such nu 
trav a ga mo t Du t It wore Itself out, 
for each “valentine” was expected to 
present his or lier partner with a costly 
g ift Even royalty took part In tho fes­ 
tival. l ’opys' diary and other memoirs 
of the time mentioned Jewels, gloves, 
silk stockings, garters, etc., as among j 
the gifts bestowed upon valentines. 
t 
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F one thing w e were all three

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BRAHAM LINCOLN was, above 
all things, human. 
With all 
hi* greatness, he was a man 
of like passions with ourselves, 
and in nothing was this humanizing 
touch of nature better shown than in 
bis I owes. 
Aside from the boy and girl romances 
of his school days, Lincoln's diffidence 
had kept him from mach association 
with the opposite sex, and it was not 
until he had reached the full stature 
of manhood that he was strongly 
drawn toward any woman not of hit 
own family. Then he met Anne Rat 
ledge. 
She was a beautiful girl, of 
Kentucky birth, wtfli auburn hair, blue 
eyes, a fair complexion and of slight 
physique. 
Her father was one of the 
founders of New Salem, III., and was 
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the proprietor of the village tavern 
when Lincoln went to that place in 
1833. 
Lincoln boarded at the tavern 
Miss Rutledge, who was then about 
seventeen, was betrothed to a young 
man from the east. John McNeil, who 
had become one of New Baleen’s lead 
tag citizens. 
lier lover, having accumulated what 
was then a fortune, determined to pay 
a visit to his old home in New York 
state, and before going away pledged 
Anne to awalt his return, at the same 
>ti rn a making the singular revelation 
(that his name was not McNeil, but Mo- 
i Namer. 
When he reached New York 
jhe wrote to her that bls old father’s 
Idecltalng health would require bls pres­ 
ence with him for some time. 
Then 
the wrote of his father's death. Other 


I letters followed, but they grew fewer 
land Ins affectionate and finally ceased. 
> In the meantime. Lincoln had come 
I to love Anne aa he never loved another 
i woman, and aa her attachment to Mc* 
Namer weakened through his contin- 
I ucd abience and alienee Lincoln’s suit 
{progressed. In time she was induced 
ito promise that abe would marry Un- 
icoin lf McNamar should formally re­ 
lease her. She wrote to McKaiuar, but 
Iller letter was never answered, and at 
ilast she accepted lincoln uncondition­ 
ally. But the strain to which abe had 
ibeen subjected Iud been too great for 
I her to bear, and she ga ve way under 
'it. She was seised with brain fever 
•and sank day by day until all hope was 
abandoned. During the last days of 
liter illness her doctors forbade her 
receiving any visitors, but she asked 
for Lincoln so continuously that a few 
days before her death be was admitted 
ito her bedside. 
When Lincoln heard thut Anne was 
dead he roamed the woods in woeful 
abstraction, almost madness. Ills con­ 
dition became so serious that lie was 
sent to the home of Bowlin Green, 
who lived in a secluded spot In tile 
hills some distance from the village, 
where lie wa* won back to something 
like his normal self. Rut the wound he 
had received In the death of Miss Rut­ 
ledge seems never to have healed.

Salem, before Mis.* Rutledge died. She 
came again to New Salem abnet a year 
after Lincoln’* great loss, when be was 
peculiarly suAceptlbie to feminine ayin 
pa thy. Their Intimacy ripened until it 
culminated is un offer of marriage 
Miss Owens declined Ids proposal with 
all kindness.

Though still poor and lacking the graces 
and ease of bearing obtained through 
mingling in polite society, lie had risen 
to a high place in the luw aud In poll 
tics and numbered among his friends 
many men of wealth and consequence, 
Mary Todd, like Lincoln's two earlier 
sweethearts, a Kentuckian, went to 
Springfield in 1830 to live with ber sis­ 
ter, Mn*. Niniun W. Edwards. 
She 
was of a rich family and one in whose* 
veins coursed the bluest blood of the 
south. 
She was then in her twenty- 
first year, of strong, passionate nature, 
and had 
her home in Kentucky be­ 
cause “slie could not live under tile 
same roof with a stepmother." 
She 
was of average height, rather compact­ 
ly built, with well rounded face, rich 
dark brown hair and bluish gray eyes. 
In her bearing she was proud, but hand 
some aud vivacious. 
She was exeep 
tkmully well educated and a brilliant 
conversationalist. 
Lincoln w*as led through the influ 
once of Joshua Speed, a firm friend of 
the Edwardses, to call on Miss Todd, 
and he was from the first her captive. 
The contrast lo their characters made 
Lincoln’s courtship of Miss Todd 
strange one. “I have often happened 
In the room where they were sitting 
relates Mrs. Edwards, “and Mary was 
leading the conversation. Mr. Lincoln 
scarcely said a word, tie gazed upon 
her aa if irresistibly drawn toward 
hor by some superior and unseen pow 
cr.” Mrs. Edwards believed that while 
Lincoln was deeply attached to Mury 
they could not always be congenial 
aud advised against the marriage. 
Mrs. Edwards’ advice fell on stony 
ground. The courtship ran on to the 
point of nu engagement, when a new 
and disturbing element loomed in the 
path. This was no other than the dash* 
lug and handsome Stephen A. Doug­ 
las, Lincoln's rival now in love as in 
lifter years he became his rival in pub 
Ile life. 
Douglas was vastly more attractive 
to women than Lincoln, aud it is not to 
lie marveled at that he should sup 
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plant Lincoln in tim affections of tho 
proud ami aristocratic Miss Todd. 
There were those who thought Miss 
rishi’* encouragement of Douglas an 
artifice to spur Lincoln on to manifest 
his love with itch ter fervor, but a lady 
relative of Mr*. Lincoln, who lived 
vvltii her after her marriage, is au­ 
thority for the statement that Mary 
loved Ikmglas aud but for lier promise 
to Lincoln would have married him. 
Dought* was unremitting in his at­ 
tentions to Miss Todd and seemed to 
go out of his way to annoy Lincoln 
with Ids rivalry. Finally Ila* unfortu­ 
nate position she wa* compelled to oc­ 
cupy between the two young men re­ 
sulted In making Miss Todd iii. lier 
irother-ln law uud physician, William 
Wallace, to whom aim had confided the 
cal cause of her sickness, went to 
Douglas and asked him to end his pur­ 
suit. This Douglas did with great re­ 
luct a mi*. 
lf Miss Todd intended by a fllrtullou 
with Douglas to test Liucolu’s devo­ 
tion she committed a great mistake. 
Lincoln began to feel the sting. One 
evening he called on Joshua Speed, to 
whom he was Indebted for his intro­ 
duction to Miss Todd, aud fellowed him 
letter addressed to Mary telling lier 
that he had deliberated on the matter 
Of their engagement aud that he did 
not feel that be now lo veil her enough 
to marry bor. lie asked Speed to de­ 
liver this letter.

THK STALWART LINCOLN. 
His trousers were always too short. 
His cloak, for which he often substitut­ 
ed a sLiawi, was short and voluminous. 
Ile carried a faded green umbrella 
with “A. Lincoln” in white cotton let­ 
ters sewed to the outside. 
Ills eyes 
were bright, keen and of luminous 
gray in color, and his eyebrows were 
black. 
His voice was a musical tenor 
of rich timbre. When he was a lawyer 
in Illinois he wore a brown, faded felt 
bat, with the nap rubbed off. 
On his first visit to Boston, in 1848, 
Lincoln excited the derision of the ef­ 
fete east. He is described as wearing 
an ill fitting, badly worn suit of bom­ 
bazine, without vest or cravat, and a 
twenty-five cent straw Hat, in the 
sweatband of which lie carried his 
memoranda and correspondence. From 
Boston lie went to Dedham to speak at 
the convention held to nominate Hor­ 
ace Maim for congress. He was greet­ 
ed coldly by an audience which but 
half filled the hall and which saw in 
him a man morose and apparently 
stupid. But when Mr. Lincoln rose to 
speak, His head almost touching the 
ceiling, all was changed. 
He was no 
longer indifferent, but started off with 
tine effect. “Pretty soon,” says George I 
Monroe of Boston, who was oue of the 1 
reception committee, “Lincoln turned I 
up the sleeves of his bombazine sack ■ 
coat, then he turned up the cuffs of his 
shirt and by anil by loosened his neck­ 
tie and wound up by taking it off alto­ 
gether, the enthusiasm of his listeners 
rising steadily as the transformation 
progressed.” 
Lincoln’s high silk hat, which he as­ 
sumed with his increasing honors, was 
a treasure to the cartoonists of the 
day. It was a very tall "stovepipe,” 
with a brim like a sombrero. The hat 
which he wore toward the end of his 
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sponsible for a businesslike and vigor­ 
ous administration of military affairs. 
On oue occasion at least Lincoln’s 
good nature w as balked by the grim 
secretary of war, Mr. Stanton.

president favored a certain man’s ap­ 
plication to serve the army as chaplain 
and sent the applicant to the war de­ 
partment with the usual indorsement 
on the paper: 
Dear Stanton—Appom* this m an chap­ 
lain.

The man S'»on reappeared at the 
White House with the following In­ 
dorsement under Lincoln’s: 
Dear Mr. Lincoln—He is not a preacher. 
E. M. STANTON. 
Some time afterward the man ap­ 
peared again at the war department 
with this indorsement written under 
Stanton’s: 
He is now. 
A. LINCOLN. 
Stanton promptly returned it with 
the indorsement: 
There is no vacancy. 
E. M. STANTON. 
This called forth another executive 
indorsement, saying: 
Appoint him chaplain at large. 
A. LINCOLN. 
Stanton wrote underneath: 
There is no warrant of law for that. 
E. M. STANTON. 
Out of patience at last, the president 
ttvrote: 
Appoint him anyhow. 
A. LINCOLN. 
Equally out of patience, the secretary 
wrote underneath the laconic dictum: 
I will not. 
E. M. STANTON.
